"Competition

United States," says the statement 
from the department -of commerce, 
"is substantially increased, 216 items 
being added to the free list under 
the British preferential tariff. 


"British en.pire trade favorably af- 


fected amounts to about $200,000,000. 
American exporters of many lines 
will be required to lay greater stress 
on service and quality." 


CHIEF ITEMS AFFECTED

and stee'. products, Machinery, fruits 
and vegetables. 


Katurally Canadian officials and 


spokesmen of public opinion express- 
ed their protest against the Amer- 
ican tariff when it first 'passed the 
house of representatives but no no- 
tice was taken of these representa- 
tions. It waa denied that any for- 
mal protest had come from any gov- 
ernment as the messages from all 
foreign countries fncrcly transmitted 
the protest of trade bodies. Action 
by Canada follows that of France 
which has begun a series of tariff 
changes adversely affecting Ameri- 
can products. 


In the case of Canada the parlia- 


ment must yot approve the changes 
and no doubt American interests 
will wish the state department here 
to make representations to the Can- 
adian government. It fej happens 
that both the congress of the Unit- 
ed States and the parliament have 
it in their power to adjust the tar- 
iff on a mutually satisfactory basis 
but there is no machinery by which 
this can be done after the tariff bills 
have been passed. The situation to- 
day recalls the debats over Canadian 
reciprocity in 1910. There are many 
who think that some day reciprical 
arrangements are inevitable between 
Canada and the United States. Inas- 
much as there has been no tariff re- 
vision in Canada since 1907 and 
again in thj United States since 1322 
the subject has not been adjutated. 
It is not unlikely that uuarter of a 
billion uollar loss in American trade 
especially at a time when the United 
States is going through a business 
depression will attract the attention 
of the business world.

Chicago—(CPA)—Flights into high 


municipal finance now are found 
by Chicago property owners to be 
costly ventures. 


It has come time to settle accounts 


and the gathering of Illinois state 
legislators for a special session has 
just one meaning—higher taxes. The 
town had its big spree on borrowed 
money—over 
$200,000,000 
of 
it— 


which has to be paid back with in- 
terest. 


In the program of legislation pro- 


posed by a citizens' committee, design 
ed to place Chicago on a budget 
basis, there is some attempt to re- 
strict those liberties of spending of- 
ficials which resulted in pushing the 
city right up to the brink of bank- 
ruptcy. 
But complete reform has 


to -wait and take its chance later, 
owing to political considerations. 


The orgy of tax manipulation and 


of irresponsible spending is to cost 
the average tax payer about four per 
csnt more than his normal taxes for 
three years and three per cent for 
nine more years, under the plan of 
readjustment proposed. 
Then after 


twelve years, the city should be back 
to a 
definite 
cash basis. In the 


meantime there is proposed a $49,- 
000,000 bond issue to be floated with- 
out a referendum. This would pro- 
vide ready money to meet bills of 
the board of education and of the 
city. 


How urgent is this financing can 


be judged by the statement of Silas 
Stratvn, head of the "rescue commit- 
tee" which kept Chicago from falling 
into technical bankruptcy and which 
now is sponsoring the new program 
of financing. 


"If this legislation is not enacted 


by the special legislative session," 
Mr. Strawn advised, "Chicago will 
be sunk financially. Jloncy will run 
out on July 1." 


There is a possibility that a hitch 


will occur in legislative proceedings 
but the Chicago representatives are 
groomed to put up a solid front for 
the bills which would put the city 
on a more firm financial foundation 
with sufficient 
reforms to insure 


more careful handling- of money in 
the future. 


The Chicago funded debt and its 


tax rate are lower than in most cit- 
ies and the task of working out of 
present difficulties will not be un- 
duly burdensome for the average tax- 
payer. 
Inequalities of taxes, levied 


on the basis of political bargaining, 
raised the rumpus which upset the 
country's second city.

announced yesterday is a source of 
gratification to community leaders and 
.to people in general. While the present 
"•'population of 25,265 probably is 
less 


than the most optimistic hoped -for, it 
is considerably more than the 
most 


pessimistic expected and it bears out 
quite closely the unofficial 
estimates 


based on school population, telephone 


t and water service subscribers. 


The increase of 5,704 in the last dec- 


ade is the largest 
10 year period 


growth since the infancy of the 
city 


and. is an eloquent testimonial of the 
desirability of Applcton as a place of 
residence. There were no large indus- 
trial acquisitions since 1920 to attract 
large numbers of people. The increase 
in population is due almost entirely to 
the attraction of Appleton as a place in 
•which to live and rear families. It is 
the most desirable and 
substantial 


growth that a city can have. 


The census definitely proves what 


has been apparent to observers for sev- 
eral years, thai the growth of the city 
is principally toward the north and 
west, and that the center of population

STIMSON DEFIES JINGOISTS 
Mr. Stimson's testimony before the 


senate foreign relations committee is 
important. The secretary of state has 
no apologies to make for the 
na\al 


treaty concluded at London and re- 
fuses to be put in a position of "de- 
fending" it. 
He states unequivocally 


that it is epochal in its 
significance 


and its value as a peace promoting 
agency. His approval and praise of the 
treaty are whole-hearted and uncondi- 
tional. It is a complete defiance of the 
harpers and carpers and of superdrcad- 
naught jingoes who still insist that we 
were outpointed at London. 


Mr. Stimson says the entire respon- 


sibility for the treaty rests upon the 
American delegation. Mr. Hoover did . 
not interfere at any time, but gave the 
delegation a 
free 
hand, subject of 


course to a 
definite 
policy outlined 


by the 
president before its depar- . 


ture. 
Furthermore, Mr. Stimson em- 


phasizes the fact that the entire 
delegation stands wholeheartedly back 
of the agreement and considers it a 
notable victory for the cause of ration- 
al armament and 
ultimate ' disarma- 


ment. These members include Demo- 
crats as well as Republicans and -the • 
secretary of navy, Mr. Adams, de- 
scendant of a long line of fighting, red- 
blooded Americans, as the 
Chicago 


Tribune was careful to point out "be- 
fore the delegation sailed. 


Mr. Stimson's explanation of 
the 


treaty and the solidarity of the delega- 
tion are going to make it difficult for 
the Pecksniffian 
ant-hunters of 
the 


senate to pick flaws in it. Objections 
of course they \vill have, but 
on "the 


country at large they will make no 
impression. Mr. Stimson boldly takes 
the position that all the United States 
is interested in and all it should be in- 
terested in is parity with Great Britain, 
based on naval strength. He refuses to 
attempt to weigh parity in the scales 
of naval bases, communicating routes 
and distances, coast lines, depth of wa- 
ter and direction of prevailing winds. 
He and the president and the delega- 
tion are entirely satisfied to have equal 
strength in fighting ships. 


No American who has any regard 


for our naval history and our 
tests 


with Great Britain need have the 
slightest misgiving as to our defensive 
security under such an arrangement. 
Our safety is as fully guaranteed as if 
we had naval bases scattered all over 
the seven seas. The real value of the 
treaty lies in the fact that it fixes for 
the first time in history definite limita- 
tions for all categories of warships for 
the three signatories, Great Britain, 
Japan and the United States. It sets 
a precedent which definitely puts an 
end to naval competition. It is not too 
much, we think, to prophesy that this 
principle will stand for all time. 
The 


foundations are laid for gradual and 
continuing disarmament. 
Indeed, it 


would have come this year had France 
and Italy been able to reconcile their 
differences between themselves 
and 


with Great Britain. This reconciliation 
will come in due course, and with it 
substantial reduction in armament. 


The treaty is important because it 


directs the world toward pcace-mind- 
edness, because it enlists the nations 
and their peoples in all and 
sundry 


measures that may be taken to wipe 
out war and to set up policies and de- 
pendable engagements that make for 
international stability, good will and 
security. Mr. Stimson will have no 
difficulty in convincing the American 
people of the worth and soundness of 
the London treaty. Indeed, they are al- 
ready convinced. It is possible, extra- 
ordinary as it may appear, that he will 
have no difficult}' even with the senate, 
save an 
egotistical 
or disgruntled 


member here and there. The micro- 
scopes of the big navy contingent are 
not likely to reveal even excuses for 
criticism. Able men have prepared this 
treaty under the supervision of an able 
president. It may be accepted as cer- 
tain that it will withstand all attack 
and be ratified as written.
